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Later News liom Euniope-State of Aflnirs.
From the Hevald,

Vercccived yesterday by the steamship City
of Loston, from Quecnstown, two days’ later
news than that whicn we Iaid before our readers
ot Sunduy, by the Ameries and Saxonia, The
dutes by the Cily of Boston are up to May 17,
The news bears & more hopeful aspect, both
wilkh regard to the question of war and the
finuncial state ol aflairs, slthongh there had
beon Httle ehdnge,. While matiers were not
getling worse, apparently, there was room for
hope; and this suspension of threstened evil

allayed in some degree apprebension und ex-
cltement,

The newest feature about the war question is
found n a popular demonstration in Berlin
aguinst vhe policy of the FPrussian eovernment
and o the extegordinary urmament oF Ausiria
Elections nre to take place shertly in Prussia,
ana from the publie sentimentsbown at a lnrze
meeting of electors 1n Berlin, there I8 some reason
to believe the Government may not be sustaived
iu its warlike nod amoitous policy, The Prus-
ginn people are much coneerned just now
about the internal Affairs of the eountry,
They want relorm and stronger guarantees for
their hberties, The Government uader Bis-
murk, on the contriry, is arbitrary and highly
conservative, Il not reactionury; and one of the
woetives lor creating this war fever, no doubt,
was to wamp the poiltical movement at home,
It appenrs, however, that the Prassians begzin 10
geo through this and are setting their taces
agadust the gourse pursined by the Goverament.,
It this popular and eensible view o! the siwna-
tion tuken by the mass meeting in Berlin shoanld
be gencrally entertained by the people, aud
deputics he elected holding the same view, the
dovernment may be compelled to give up lts
war policy. There 1 the ehance still that
Count Bismark, foreseeing thix, and beine
bent on cariying out his policy, muy precipi-
tate war belore Lhe voice of  the people
can be hewrd. The formidable attitude of
Auslrig, too, may cause Prussia to hesitate, 1t
is stated that Ausirin would have within
two or three weeks nine hundred thousand
men under wrme, This shows how enrnest
Austria is in resisting the ambitions preten-
sons of Prussing and what a great military
power she is, Tae volee of the lessor German
Stales may have some weight also. They huve
nothing to g by a war: imdeed, ivis ikely thoy
would be gwallowed up by one or other of their
big neighbors; lor if war should eowe, 1t will be
one of amwbition purely aud would end in a re-
construcuion of the map of Europe, the nggran-
dizement of the great powors and the annibila-
tion of the small ones. The loity and far-reach-
ing policy of Count Bismark undonbtedly is to
cougolidate the German people under one grent
rower, and Pruesia o be that power. For this
e clainis all the spoils of iniguitous war on Den-
mark, and for this bhe will make an ally of Ira-
liang and cause Germuns to spill the blood of
Germang,

power the intter displays, aud public sentiment,
wight have the effect of causing the tormer Lo
keep the peace; but the dificulty Jies in Italy,

wers of Europe, and especially thas of France,

1e very lutest news indicnte~ that these powers
may interpose. A Congress is spoken of, and it
was supposed that a reported Conference o
Paris between the British and Russian ambns-
sndors and M. Drouyn de Lhuyslhad reference to
that. It may be that the dread of war makes
the people of Europe eling to any circamstance
that may be consirued to favor peace, and that
they are mistuken as to the signs of the times,
b'tlﬂ. there does nppear to be more hope,

The fluancinl orisis was not enticely over, but
there was an abarement of fear und excitement,
The Bank of Eneland still mamtamed the high
rate of discount, but the pressure upon it bad
not been go great as previously. As lar as we
are concerned in the distarbed state of atfairs in
Europe, we have little (o lear, For the suke ot
humsmty we may wish for peace, but after the
first sbock shall be over, if war showld come, we
will not suffer, There would be at first some

The later news from Europe yesterday morning
benrs out the comparatively tavorable csti mate

The Auxerré specoh, a8 might have been
looked for, is found, upon closer examinition:

Gos Manulncturing fn Cities—<Onr Gas
From the Worid.

A digcussion I8 now geing on in the London
press on the sublect of gas companies and thewr
attendant nulsances, which has brought to light
fnets well worthy of reproduction on this side of
tho ocean, as they furnigh useiul hints to our
lewlslative and executive bodies as to how to
deal with these monopolies and the nuissnees
which generally scem to attend them,

It Lias been found that gas companies in Inrge
cities bave not only been often contres of toul
odors and disesses but that they are positively
dangerous to the erowded populations in which
they ave generally placed, owing to the halbility
ol tue Inrge gns retorbs to sxplode. An apoalline
dlsaster from this cause vecurred m London
only last November, aud similar acoidents have
cecurred elsewbhere,

In Eneland it js stipulated In all the charters
that when the prodts exoced nine per cent., the
consnmers shall get the benetit of the suspius by
i corresponding reduction In the price, as well
us an improvement in the quality ot the gas,
And the limitation has been 20 far bepeficinl
that, in London and other large English cities,
giw is not only very good, buc very cheap, This
stipulattion many of the companies evade
all they can; but still they spend the surplus,
not in serip dividends, but in_costly and valu-
able loeal improvemcents, The Unlon Ferry
Company, of this city, which 13 ulso Hmited to
ten per cenl. profit on its capital, instead of
accounting lor their surplus, spend it in mazni-
deent boats and costly wney-nouses. Tais was
not what the law contempluted; bui, if the pub-
e do not get the benent by o reduction in che
faree, they doom public nnprovements,

In Franee, however, they do still better, as
will be #een by the tollowing estract irom a re
cepl Lendon publication:—

CUnti) the thme of the Empire, gns w rka existod in
Faris,. The Government, satsfled - het their hygios
n oellrots, auc the dangors to which they expused
toe oity, were evlls thar s#hou d not be rolerated,
took weasures 1o amnlgamate thesnx companies into
otie, and, in 1862, romoved the whole proeess of
manuireturing and distributing gas to s distanco
from ihe capital  Thus, the Governmoent not only
ficed the o ty of Pans from the pestitorous tumes of
the menufae w'e of gis, but also trom the peril of
f explogsion in the works of any one of the aix com.
mnies; and boyona that. it secured such terms lor

he manufactu. ¢ and the supply of gas as to be of

great advantage 1o the Parisians And be it noted
thut the shareholders m the amalgamated compa-
piik lost notbing, although the gas consumers gained
muoli, Lhe average rato.of profit made by the com-
pany appars 10 oe aLout teu per ceat.”’

Au eflort Is now makirg in London to remove
the gas compames’ works out of the elty, alter
the Parie plun.  Professcr Robert Avton stated
before the Scottish Gus Enomeers' Association
that better and cheaper gae could be supplied
four hundred miles away from London than if
muade in the heart ot the ey It is believed
thnt gas will vet be manufmotured at the conl
beds at Newceastle, nod brought to London in

o Huld form, lnstesd of ag now iu the =olld form -

ol conl.
